The world’s attitude on birth 
control has changed since i916, 
when one St. Louls hal! was closed 
to Mrs. Margaret Sanger, she re- 
marked upon her arrival here to’ 
explain her views at the Y. M. H.

Louisans heard her at-a ‘theater, 
the Town Club and the City Club, 
where her: audience was the larg- 
est that had ever attended a City 
Club luncheon. 

“Now,” she said, ‘physicians 
may give birth contfol information 
in every state except Massachusetts 
and l’ennsylvania. The English say 
[ have created a new scientific lit- 
erature, Besides all the books and 
articles on birth control, scarcely 
a book on sociology, or touching 
social factors, is published without 
mentioning this factor. 

“There are 29 birth ~ control 
clinics in this country, 22 in Eng- 
land. and, including Holland, 
where [ studied in 19i4-and 1915, 
about 150 in all countries, in our 
oldest clinic 13,000 women, 85 per 
cent of them referred to us by 
New York social agencies, haves 
been started on the road to health, 
and we feel that they and their 
families are on the way to a better 
chance in life.”

Only taxpayers who are regis-| 
tered voters may. cast. ballots in) 
this election. The definition of a| 
taxpayer for this purpose is one 
who pays general State or City 
taxes on real or personal property,

‘sufficient-to permit him to yote 
unless there * evidence to the 
contrary. 

An sthesbes. campaign in sup- 
port of the 85-cenf rate has been 
carried on by the Citizens’ School 
Tax Campaign Committee which 
was appointed at the instance of 
the Board of Education with 
Thomas N. Dysart, a broker, as 
chairman. There has been or or- 
ganized or general opposition of

Active Campaign for Tax.

NEW TREATIES IN 1928 


me 
U. S. Is*Party to 20 of Them 
-—Geneva Régards Number 
_as Hopeful Sign. 

GENEVA, March 22.—League of 
Nations authorities point with sat- 
isfaction to increasing evidences of 
the growth of procedure for paci- 
fic settlement of international dis- 
putes. All wold, there are 180 
treaties of this nature registered 
with the league. 

Twenty-five countries were par- 
ties to 34 new treaties which were 
registered during 1929. In 1928 
there were registered 15 such 


treaties and in 1927 only six. 

The United States was a party to 
20 of the new treaties, which are 
regarded in Geneva as indicating a 
world disposition to turn away 
from war as a means’of determin- 
ing the issue of international con- 
troversies., 

While the -Washington Govert- 
ment is easily leader in numbers of 
treaties of this kind registered dur- 
ing the past year, they are less 
comprehensive than most of those 
in which other countries are the 
parties. They reflect clearly the 
traditional American policy of 
avoiding European entanglements. 
Nine of the American treaties 
are treaties of conciliation embrac- 
ign no special features; 11 of them 
are treaties of arbitration of one 
standard type. These 11 provide 
for arbitration in disputes of a le- 
gal nature only, and include four 
kinds of reservations; disputes 
coming within the domestic juris- 
diction of states, disprvtes affecting 
the interests of third Powers, dis- 
putes affecting the Monroe Doc- 
trine, and those affecting obliga- 
tions under the covenant of the 
League of Nations, 

In treaties concluded between 
other countries, the following ten- 
encies are observed: To provide 
In the same treaty for conciliation, 
arbitration and judicial settlement; 
to submit all disputes to arbitra- 
tion or judicial settlement; to 
avoid reservations; and to desig- 
nate the Permanent Court of In- 
ternatjonal Justice as the compe- 
tent tribunal] in legal disputes.

Bishop Sheehan, a native of 
Streator, Ill.,owho is in charge of 
Catholic missionary activities in 
Northern Kiangsi, said the mission- 
aries at Kanchow had been carry- 
ing on their work in the midst of 
continual depredations by Com- 
munists and bandit hordes. 
Present conditions, however, 
were no worse than had existed 
for many months past, he said. A 
telegram received last Wednesday 
from the Kanchow Vicariate de- 
scribed the situation as ‘quiet.’

John Toensfeldt, general agent 
of the St. Louis Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Co. and honorary president of 
the German House, died in a pri- 
vate hospital yesterday of heart 
disease. He was 83 years old and 
had been ill for six months. 

Mr. Toensfeldt, once a teacher 
at the Eyser Educational] Institute, 
later founded the Educational In- 
stitute and conducted it until 1899, 
when he closed it to enter business. 
He introduced compulsory physi- 
cal education and manual] training 
in St. Louis schools and was of- 
fered the principalship of any of 
the public schools when he closed 
his own school.

Born in Neumuenster, Schleswig 
Holstein, May 1, 1846, he came to 
America in 1868, and after spend- 
ing several years at La Grange, 
Mo., joined the Eyser teaching 
staff in St. Louis. 

In 1877, he organized the first 
Polunteer life saving corps after 
the Southern Hotel fire. It later 
was incorporated as part of the St. 
Louis Fire Department. He also 
was one of the founders of the 
first swimming pool pool in St. 
Louis and the second in the United 
States, at 818 South Ninth street. 
In 1885 he served as president of 
the National Turner Socilety. 

His wife, Mrs. Elsie J. Toens- 
feldt, died of heart disease at the 
Toensfeldt home, 6114 Washington 
boulevard, Oct. 20, last. She was 
75 years old. 

Surviving are a daughter, Miss 
Grete, and three sons, Kurt and 
Hans, consulting engineers in New 
York, and Ralf, former chief elec- 
trical engineer for the city, who

WHITTINGEHAME,  Scotland,, 
March 22.—Under the shelter of 
stately beech trees and amid soft 
green mosses, the Earl of Balfour. | 
famous British statesman, was laid 
to rest today in the Balfour private 
burial ground with the simplest of 
rites. Lord Balfour himself had 
expressed the wish that the last 
services be unpretentious. 
Only a brief commital service! 
was read at the grave. The oldest 
six servitors on his estate carried 
the dark fumed oak coffin from 
the red sandstone church half a 
mile-away where the body had lain 
throughout the night, and bore 
their master’s body to a farm cart 


at the gate, from which the simple / 


procession made it way along his 
favorite walk through lanes to the 
graveside. 

The inscription on the coftin read 
“Arthur James, Earl of Balfour, 
1848-1930.” 

The service in the church was 
brief and simple. Besides the rela- 
tives many tenants, neighbors and 
farmers from all parts of the dis- 
trict attended. 

The most. conspicuous figure 
among the mourners was Lord 
Balfour’s aged sister, Miss Alice 
Balfour, who during the greater 
part of her life acted as her broth- 
er's hostess. She is feeble, but 
insisted on being present and had 
to be assisted from her automo- 
bile and along the path to the 
church. She sat beside the open 
grave, took snowdrops from a bas- 
ket and dropped them on the cof- 
fin. 

Other members of the family 
present included the present Ear] 
of Balfour and ‘his son, Viscount 
Traprain.

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BELLE OF CALHOUN 
BURNS; LOSS $50,000 


Had Been in Service on Missis- 
sippi for 35 Years as 
“Apple Boat.” 


‘The river steamer, Belle of Cal- 
houn, famous as “the apple boat 
from Calhoun County,” was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday after- 
noon in the winter quarters in the 
Alton slough, opposite Alton, Ill. 

A véteran among Mississippi 
River steamers, the Lelle of Cal- 
houn had been in service for 35 
years, transporting barreled apples 
fiom Calhoun County towns to the 
St. Louis levee each fall. Com- 
pletely overhauled during the win- 
ter, it was to have returned to 
service next week on its regular 
summer run between St. Louis and 
Quincy. 

Officials of the New St. Louis 
é& Calhoun Packet Co., owner of 
the steamer, estimated the loss at 
$50,000, and stated that the boat 
was insured for about $35,000. 
Gevert Meyer of Hamburg, Cal- 
houn County, is. president and 
principal owner of the company. 

Four Employes Fight Flames. 

The blaze started in the kitchen 
of the steamer from an undeter- 
mined cause. Four employes of the 
company found themselves unable 
to fight the blaze with hand ex- 
tinguishers and abandoned the 
boat to protect another steamer 
owned by the company, the Idle- 
wild, which lay nearby. 

Dense clouds of smoke and 
flame rose from the burning vessel 
and sparks threatened to ignite 
the Idlewild until a sudden change 
of wind sent them toward the 
bank where trees and brush were 
scorched. After the fire had burn- 
ed for two hours, the twisted hull 
of the Belle of Calhoun sank into 
the slough. | 

The Belle of Calhoun was built 
in 1895 by a syndicate of Calhoun 
County business men and. named 
for Miss Belle Wood, the winner 
of a popularity contes: of that 
year. One of the largest vessels 
in the river traffic, it measured 
188 feet long, 136 wide and 47 
feet to the top of the stacks.

eral government, circumscribe 
ereditor control and enforce more 
efficiently the criminal and dis- 
charge provisions of the Federal 
act. 

The inquiry covered bankruptcy 
operations throughout. the United 
States. The report contained sur- 
veys of bankruptcy administration 
in this country, England and Can- 
ada,

In recent years he has made. three 
trips out of Kirkwood in the morn- 
ing and two trips out of St. Louis 
in the evening. - That leaves him 
free for several hours in the mid- 
dle of the day and in favorable 
weather he spends the time work- 
ing in the garden of his home in 
Kirkwood. 

Known as Uncle Sam. 

Many of the men who ride his 
trains now started with him years 
ago, when as children they came to 
St. Louis to attend school. In those 
days the county territory served 
by the Missouri Pacific was sparse- 
ly settled, there were few schoois, 
and the railroad made special rates 
for school children. That in some 
measure accounts for Bower's 
status as an intimate friend of 
many families along*his run. There 
is one in Webster Groves in which 
there are six daughters, now mar- 
ried and living in other cities. When 
they return on occasions they make 
a point to ride-one of his trains 
and recall old times. “ They know 
him as “Uncle Sam.” 

Some years ago he helped organ- 
ize a syndicate to prospect for tin 
in Bolivia. Many of his associates 
were men who commuted on his 
trains, whom he persuaded to buy 
stock. The venture looked so good 
to a group of capitalists that later 
they bought a half interest with 
the agreement to spend $150,000 in 
two years to develop it. That was 
done, but the undertaking fafled, 
and it cost Bowers $3000 to buy 
back the stock he-had sold to his 
friends. He was under no obliga- 
tion to do it, but he felt respon- 
sible for their loss, he says. 

Bowers Owns a home at 128 Clin- 
ton avenue, Kirkwood, where he 
lives with his wife. They have u 
grown daughter who is a music 
teacher in Seattle, Wash. Soon 
after his retirement, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bowers will leave for Seattle, and 
after a visit there he will continue 
on to Alaska. There is a Govern- 
ment owned and eperated railroad 
in Alaska and he is interested in 
knowing how successfully it is op- 
erated. Next winter will be spent 
in Florida, and then Bowers is go- 
ing to work again. 


EUROPA AVERAGING 28 KNOTS 


NEW YORK, March 22.—Unper- 
turbed by the antagonistic ele- 
ments, the North German Lloyd 
liner Europa today nibbled at the 
miles that stretched out before her 
on her maiden voyage to America. 
Her prow cutting smoothly through 
a heavy swell and sending spray a 
hundred feet into the air, the ship, 
despite strong headwinds, had cov- 
ered 703 miles in the full day end- 
ing at noon, an average speed of 
28.15 knots. 

Her sister ship, the Bremen, 
which holds the record of 4 days, 
17 hours and 24 minutes for the 
crossing from Cherbourg, made 
only 687 miles on the first full 
day’s run of her maiden voyage 
last July, when the weather was 
much more favorable. Although 
the Europa will break the Bremen’s 
record if she continues her present 
speed, officials of the line said she 
was merely “doing her best” on her 
maiden voyage and not attempting 
to establish a new speed mark. 
The Europa’s course is 70 miles 
longer than the route the Bremen 
took.

Chairman Legge Says Change Was 
Made to Conform With 
Present Prices.

ST. PAUL, Minn,, March 22.— 
Reductions of five cents a bushel 
in the loan value basis of wheat, 
effective probably Monday, were 
announced today by M. W. Thatch- 


er, manager of the Farmers Union 
Terminal Association, a co-oOpera- 
tive approved by the Federal Farm 
Board. 

The price basis of Federal Farm 
Board teens, Thatcher said, would 
be redtced from $1.25 a bushel for 
No. 1 Northern Spring wheat at 
Minneapolis, to $1.20 a bushel, and 
the price for No. 1 Winter sold in 
the northern West will be reduced 
from $1.20 to $1.18 a bushel. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.— 
Chairman Legge of the Farm 
Board said today that the reduc- 
tion of five cents a bushel in the 
loan value basis of wheat at Min- 
neapolis was made for the purpose 
of bringing loan values there more 
nearly on a parity with those else- 
where. When the loan value sched- 
ulé® was fixed last Fall, he said, 
the Minneapolis cash price for 
wheat was 7 to 8 cents above the 
cash price in Chicago. 

, For that reason the schedule on 
wheat loans to be advanced on co- 
operative wheat at Minneapolis 
was set at $1.25 a bushel while the 
Chicago schedule was placed at 
$1.18. Recently, Minneapolis cash 
prices have been under those at 
Chicago. 


UNION MOVERS AND PACKERS 
DEMAND 30-CENT INCREASE 


Drivers Want $1 an Hour and 
Helpers Ask for 95 
Cents. 

Wage increases of 30 cents an 
hour are sought by union movers 
and packers, who have presented 
their demand.to the Association of 
Van Owners and Warehouse Men.

CHICAGO, March 32.—Basebali 
has tts vommissioner; the movie 
industry has its general director, 
and now comesithe golf dictator. 
Albert R. Gates of Chicago, long 
a leader in official golfing circles, 
today was made administrator of

The organization under 
the administration of Mr. Gates, 
plans to enroll all the 3168 profes- 
sional golfers in the country and 
to seek a voice in all affairs of the 
game. 

Commissioner Gates and his co- 
horts, far from planning any re- 
volt from the constituted authori- 
ties of golf, such as the United 
States Golf Association, will work 
hand-in-glove with those bodies in 
keeping the game clean and sports- 


cations woo in heading the 
Western Association four 
times as ete in 1907 ° and 
1908 and again in 1921 and 1932, 
as well as in being secretary in 
1906. He has been & prominent 
lawyer for many years and is now 
a director in three banks. He was 
president of Calumet Country Club 
25 years ago, but is now connected

While head of the W. G. A. 
Gates often found himself in oppo- 
sition in a friendly way with the 
United States Golf n, but 
several of the ideas he fought for 
were later adopted by the national 
body and one of them recently by 
Great Britain.

France Killed Conference. 

France spoke, but against the 
truce, In her name Serruys re- 
fused to adhere to the proposition 
upheld by Graham and Schmidt.

Great astonish- 
ment was expressed at this event 
for heretofore Serruys had 
wholeheartedly collaborated in 
the discussions preliminary to the 
conference. 

France had apparently’ killed 
the conference; I must admit it 
frankly. Flandin on his return 
from Geneva, confirmed his refus- 
al of the proposed preliminary ac- 
cord, announcing at the same time 
the provisional settlement made 
of the various propositions, The 
compromise arrived at consists in 
the prolongation for one year of 
the existing commercial treaties; 
during this period those countries 
fettered by treaties would promise 
either to refrain from raising new 
barriers or at least give warning 
of. their intentions. Flandin like- 
wise proposed the establishment 
of a vast system for the investi- 
gation and creation of a gigantic 
mechanism calculated to regulate 
economie litigations. In other 
words frankly spoken, the confer- 
ence is bewilderingly marking 
time in the makelike entangle- 
ments of its own making. Granted 
even if it actually does go for- 
ward, it is only to lose ground on 
the main issue. 

I have often defended our na- 
tional governments against unjust, 
reproach when the question in- 
yolved reparations or military dis- 
armaments.

Newspaper for 18 Years. 

He was presidént of the Missouri 
Press Association before he left the 
Advertiser in 1889, to take a job ten- 
dered him by Gov. Francis as book- 
keeper at the Pehitentiary. 
Jefferson City satisfied any craving he may 
have had for a place in State officialdom. 

From 1890 to 1908, Williams was editor of 
the Columbia Missouri Herald. BE. - W. 
Stephens, proprietor of the Herald, still re- 
gards the venerated and getting-to-be vener- 
able Dean as one of his boys. In his 18 
years’ association with Stephens, Williams was 
president of the National Editorial Associa- 
tion for a year, edited the St. Louis Presby- 
terian for two years, directed the Daily State 
Tribune at Jefferson City four years, ran a 
monthly, the Country Editor, and wrote for 
St. Louis and Kansas City newspapers, _ 

Within this period, also, came the Louisiana 
Purchase. Exposition, the St. Louis World’s 
Fair of 1904. Williams wrote “‘The State of 
Missouri’ for the State’s Board of Commis- 
sioners to the Fair. The 600-page book, 
packed with facts and pictures about Missouri, 
its history, resources and institutions, was dis- 
tributed to all parts of the world, and is still 
a valued reference work, 


When Senor Williams 

Parchased Louisiana. 

Williams was sent in 1902 as Commissioner 
to the European press, in behalf of the Fair. 
Visiting Cadiz, Spain, he called on the editor 
of the principal newspaper and told him of 
the coming exposition and the event which 
it commemorated, the purchase of Louisiana 
territory from France in 1803. The next day, 
the Cadiz paper informed its readers that 
“Senor Williams of St. Louis has just pur- 
chased 17,000,000 square miles from France, 
has named it Louisiana, and is going to hold 
a fiesta to which the entire world is invited.” 
Williams called on the editor again and en- 
deavored to make matters more clear to him. 
This resulted in the publication of a correction 
stating that ‘‘“Gov. Francis of Missouri has 
purchased Louisiana, instead of Senor 
Williams.” 

As part of his work for the Exposition, 
Williams presided over the North American 
section of the International Press Congress at 
Berne, Switzerland, in 1902. 
than 1000 newspaper offices. 

In his stay-at-home years, Williams became 
known as teacher of the State’s largest Bible 
class, which grew to 400 members and over- 
flowed from the Columbia Presbyterian 
church into a storeroom. 

At the Exposition itself, Missouri editors 
drifted into a discussion of the teaching of 
journalism, then an academi¢ subject. Joseph 
Pulitzer, founder of the Post-Dispatch, had 
written an article for the North American 
Review, outlining the plans which, years aft- 
erward, were carried out at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York. 

The State editors indorsed the idea of such 
a course of instruction at the University of 
Missouri. ‘Williams, a member of the Univer- 
sity Board of Curators by appointment of his 
former Boonville townsman, Gov. Stephens, 
talked with the other. members of the Board

DEAN WALTER WIDLIAMS 


The Curators decided that a chair of jour- 
nalism should be added to the professorships 
of the University, and asked Williams to take 
such a chair. He told them that a chair was 
nat enough—that it was time for journalism, 
as a profession, to have its own department, 
with facilities for training its workers. 

Karly in 1908, the Board voted to create 
the new department, and elected Williams to 
be its head. He accepted, resigning from 
the Board of Curators and severing his con- 
nection with the Herald. 

That summer, the new Dean organized his 
faculty of two instructors, outlined his four- 
year Journalism course and correlated it with 
the regular instruction in English, history, 


economics, and other branches, arranged for 


getting out the daily University Missourian 
as a laboratory for the school, and waited for 
the students to come. 


His Classes Successful 
and Popular From Start. 


They came—the School of Journalism had 
no difficulty, from the start, in getting stu- 
dents. The first year 72 were enrolled and 
one received the degree of Bachelor of Science 
in Journalism, since shortened to Bachelor of 
Journalism. The first few months were the 
hardest’ for Williams and his little ‘faculty. 
The paper had to come out every day, and 
had ‘to be newsy, and the work fell on the 
instructors, until they were able to train a 
staff to gather and assemble the matter, 

The St. Louis and Kansas City dailies— 
the Dean’s chief assistant was an old..Kansas 
City Star man—were the chief models and 
subjects of study for the embryo journalists; 
but Walter Williams considered and called 
himself a country editor, and his school was 
a training place for the makers of county- 
seat weeklies and of trade journals, as much 
as for the workers of metropolitan dailies, 


Nor did he promise to turn out full-fledged 
newspaper men and women, though it after- 
ward appeared that he sometimes did so. “To 
train for journalism, not to make journalists,” 
was his modest statement of the school’s 
aims. His definite purpose was to ground his 
graduates in principles, and to this end he, 
laid emphasis on his creed, which many-of 
the school’s students still know by heart. It 
follvys: ‘ 


Dean Williams’ Creed 


I believe in the. profession of jour- 
nalism. 
I believe that the public journal is a 
/publie trust; that all connected with it 
- are, to the full measure of their respon-

The school, now in its twenty-second 
year, has a faculty of a dozen, and sends out 
nearly 100 graduates annually. From the 
first, Dean Williams has been able to place 
the most promising of the graduates in posi- 
tions in various parts of the ‘country, and 
even in the narrow field of American periodi- 
cals in foreign lands, --Several of the Dean's 
former students -havé obtained, positions in 
Japan, and men from the school have served 
in Australia and Latin America. 

Every time Dean Williams has made a for- 
eign. tour, he has established new connec- 
tions for his school and its graduates. He 
went around the world: in 1913-14 on an 
educational ‘mission. For several years he 
was president of the World's Press Congress, 
presiding over ‘this body at its meetings in 
Honolulu ‘and Geneva, Switzerland. He 
aided, a few years ago, in establishing the 
first. Asiatic school of jourgalism at Yenching 
University, Petping, China. 

Journalism Week, held at the school ‘every 
May, has become a press congress for the 
State’s editors, and a home-coming time. for 
graduates of the school. The graduates, in 
1926, presented to the University a portrait 
of Dean Williams, which hangs.in Neff Hall, 
home of the school. 

Leading editots and noted public)men are 
guests ofthe sehool in each Journalism 
Week. Dean Williams is the host. The 
visitors are on ‘exhibition before ,the school, 
and .any. value they may. have in practical 
counsel or general encouragement is drawn 
upon freely. The school and its. dean: are 
also on exhibition, and the impressions 
formed by these writing men have spread the 
fame of both the school and the dean.

Thinks Real Estate Owners Bear Undue 
e Proportion of Public Expense. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HEN I hear the statements of how 


necessary it is to keep the 85-cent 
tax for schools, I wonder if people real- 
ize where the money comes from that 
they so volubly state must be got. The 
property owner of this city is the payer 
and the volunteer organizations of citi- 
zens are thoughtlessly burdening the 
property holders when possibly some 
other more equitable and lenient way 
could be arranged. 

Real estate carries an enormous bur- 
den of taxes maintaining the municipal 
expense, policemen, firemen, the schools, 
and inasmuch as practically 75 per cent 
of real estate is mortgaged, it is evident 
the owner is under a burden. 

Again it would be well to note that the 
proportion of real estate owners to the 
general citizens is about one to four, 80 
by mathematical precision, one-fourth 
of the population is paying the great 
majority of the taxes. But in the vot- 
ing of measures such as the 85 cents 
for the schools, all have equal votes to 
keep the taxes on the minority one- 
fourth. This means that many. real es- 
tate owners are paying for the education 
of the children of other citizens who do 
not own real estate and therefore pay 
very little taxes, but get full benefit of 
city privileges, 

The Stoddard School has been func- 
tioning for 70 years, an example that 
schools educate many generations which 
makes the average thinking person feel 
that taxes should be leveled out over 
years so that generations could pay their 
proportion and not have it concentrated. 
This could be done by a bond issue for 
necessary purposes. 

. There is no argument but that all 

children must be educated. There is a 
serious argument as to how the money 
should be got and as serious an argu- 
ment as to how and by whom it should 
be disbursed. EDWARD K. LOVE.

THE DOMINANT ISSUE. 

Former United States Senator Williams of this 
State, in a recent address, predicted that both the 
Republican and Democratic parties would split over 
the issue of prohibition. He foresaw a new align- 
ment of parties—prohibition and antiprohibition. 

We hope that his prophetic vision is true, at least 
so far as the issue of Federal prohibition is con- 
cerned. We can think of nothing better for the coun- 
try than a congressional election on the single issue 
of prohibition, in which every citizen, without regard 
to party affiliation, would vote his conviction on 
Federal prohibition. ‘We would then get a Congress 
representative of the sentiment and will of the ma- 
jority of the people ‘on this all-absorbing issue. It 
would be the first definite step toward a permanent, 
satisfactory solution of the question. 

We call prohibition the all-absorbing issue be- 
cause it is \the uppermost issue in the minds 
of a large percentage of the voters, It obscures and 
confuses every other issue. By reason of the 
blind zeal of a minority of voters it determines 
elections with utter disregard of the character and 
capacity of the candidates or the will of the majority 
of electors. As the late Chief Justice Taft wrote in 
his memorable, prophetic letter, “The ever-present is- 
sue (prohibition) will confuse and prevent clear and 
clean-cut popular discussions on the most important 
national questions.” And further, “A minority like 
this (prohibitionists) conceiving that it is moved by 
a moral issue, loses its sense of proportion and sac- 
rifices other issues, no matter how vital to the na- 
tion. Such a minority visits with condign punish- 
ment all public servants who oppose it on this is- 
sué, however useful they may be. * * * It does 
awaken one’s protest to note the manner in which the 
ordinary type of politician becomes a prohibitionist 
because he fears the balance of power that an active 
political minority may wield against his political 
fortunes.” 

We have seen this balance of power, to which Mr. 
Taft referred, work. By threats of defeat the Anti- 
Saloon League, controlling the votes of groups of fa- 
natic prohibitionists, has induced candidates fre- 
quently against their convictions to pledge their votes 
for prohibition measures, Fear of defeat has made 
elected legislators and officials subservient to the 
dictates of the Anti-Saloon League. It has worked 
effectively in both state and Federal elections and 
governments. It has been a sword above the heads 
of all legislators and officials, from the highest to 
the lowest. It has worked secretly and openly—se- 


We saw the balance of power by secret pledge drive 
the Missouri Legislature to ratify the eighteenth 
amendment in the face of two overwhelming popular 
votes against prohibition, one in 1910 (426,406 to 
207,281) and the other in 1916 (416,826 to 294,288). 
This is one of many instances. The power is a men- 
ace to good government, a bar to the election of hon- 
est and capable men. It is the mother of political 
demagoguery, deceit and hypocrisy. It has demoral- 
ized politics and made elections a tragic farce, - 

Parties. have split on the issue of prohibition and 

overthrown the balance of power. Senator Reed split 
the Republican party of this State; so did Senato1 
Hawes. There have been similar cross-currents of 
voting in many elections, including presidential elec- 
tions. The Boston Transcript is now warning the 
Republicans of Massachusetts that if they nominate 
a dry senatorial candidate they will divide the party 
and elect an antiprohibition Democrat. But the di- 
visions of party votes on the prohibition issue are 
sporadic and uncertain. The average’ voter is in- 
clined blindly to vote his party ticket. The bulk of 
the Republican voters vote the Republican ticket and 
the bulk of the Democrats vote the Democratic ticket. 
Thus the minority’s balance of power is effective. 
The party divisions are not dependable for results. 
Candidates fear to speak their convictions and vote 
their convictions because they are not sure of the 
support of the voters of other parties who agree 
with them. 
This vicious balance of power wielded by a minor- 
ity can be overthrown by the people. The majority 
can control every election by voting for. convictidn 
instead of party. The moment voters demonstrate 
their intention to vote their convictions on the pro- 
hibition issue the whole political situation will 
change. Candidates would openly express their opin- 
ions and if elected would vote them. The majority, 
whether for or against prohibition, would control 
elections. Congress and state legislatures would rep- 
resent and put into effect the will of the majority. 
The present turgid political atmosphere would clear 
up and the country would be on the road to a settle- 
ment of the disturbing issue. - 

The concentration of votes on the prohibition issue 
in one congressional election would work a wholesome 
change in government. ‘ Probably it would be neces- 
sary to concentrate in two or three congressional and 
a presidential election to accomplish the desired ob- 
ject and sweep out the false representation, dema- 
goguery and hypocrisy that now afflict us. 

If citizens would think straight and vote straight 
on this issue we would get a straight Government: 
we would stop the destructive warfare now raging, 
settle the issue and reunite the divided country. Let 
us have a straight vote on prohibition in the next 
congressional election. 
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THE RETURN OF SHERLOCK HOLMES. 

Whatever misgivings William Gillette may have 
had, when the farewell tour in “Sherlock Holmes” was 
proposed to him, have long since vanished. City after 
city has welcomed him, experienced again the spell of 
his enchantment, paid him its tribute in the rare 
coin of sincere admiration and affection. He has 
found this America of 1930 an Appian Way. 

The critics say that the years have left no scar. 
At 74 he is the same Sherlock Holmes the shivering, 
fascinated audiences saw so long ago. That imper- 
turbable indolence which snapped nerves is still 
his, and also that rapier swiftness of action which 
| foiled the deadly minions of the underworld under 
the lethal,command of Prof. Moriarty. And still he 
can tell kis love with the persuasive tenderness and 
gentility that charmed “the turn of the century.” 

To the age that paid him its homage“in his hey- 
day Mr. Gillette Was more than an actor, more than 
the combination of playwright, producer and actor. 
His distinction was more than professional. He was

That skill achieved its apogee, we suppose, in Sher- 
lock Holmes.

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THE SUPREME COURT AND THE PEOPLE. 

Apropos the vacancy in the Supreme Court caused 
by the death of Justice Sanford, and prior to the ap- 
pointment of Judge Parker, Senator Glenn of Hilinois 
has remarked that his State has not had a rep-. 
resentative on that Court for 20 years. Conimenting 
on that fact the Peoria (IIL) Transcript recites that 
Missouri, Indiana and Wisconsin have never béen 
honored with a Supreme Court appointment and ven- 
tures that, while such nominations should not be 
made on “territorial or political grounds, yeé other 
things being equal, a larger recognition of the West- 
ern states would serve to allay some of the preju- 
dice against the Court.” 

It seems to us that “prejudice” is not a happy 
word in this connection. Public opinion has, to be 
sure, dissented from some of the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, but it has done so with propriety 
and decorum. Moreover, there is nothing unprece- 
dented in that. Rather it is the normal situation. 
And high authority has approved and encouraged 
that attitude. Thus the late Senator Beveridge, in 
his essay, “Common Sense and the Constitution,” 
quoted David Josiah Brewer, whom he described as 
“one of the ablest and most learned—yes, and 


most ‘conservative’—Justices that ever sat upon our | 


national Supreme Bench”: 


It is a mistake to suppose that the Supreme 
Court is either honored or helped by being 
spoken of as beyond criticism. On the contrary, 
the life and character of its Justices should be 
the object of constant watchfulness by all, and 
its judgments subject to the freest criticism. 

The time is past in the history of the world 
when any living man or body of men can be set 
on a pedestal and decorated with a halo. True, ~ 
many criticisms may be, like their authors, de- 
void of good taste, but better all sorts of criti- 
cism than no criticism at all.

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A HAPPY ENDING. 

A jury has said that Edward L. Doheny did not 
bribe Albert B. Fall. Those good men and women 
have heard, and believed, the oil man’s version of 
the $100,000 he sent in the little black bag to his 
old-time friend. They had been partners down there 
on the border, had toiled and hoped and dreamed 
together under desert suns and nights of stars. Their 
paths diverged. Law and politics beckoned Fall and 
led him to high places—the Senate and, at last, a 
Cabinet office, but worldly fortune eluded him. Do- 
heny went on searching for gold and at last struck 
oil. So the rich man came to the poor man’s aid, 
in an aot of generosity in romantic alignment with 
the chivalrous traditions of the desert. 

There were sordid: facts, sodden circumstances, 
legal pronouncements of faithlessness and corruption 
to mock the princely story, but the men and women 
of the jury thrust them aside with sentimental] final- 
ity. There was the lease of Elk Hills which the law 
had found to be tainted with fraud and had voided. 
There was the lie Fall had told about thé $100,000 
—the explanation that he had borrowed it from an- 
other person, in which falsehood Doheny had silently 
acquiesced until the pressure of impending exposure 
compelled avowal. 
which found Fall guilty of accepting a bribe, when 
he received Doheny’s $100,000 in that identical little 
black bag. There was the hierarchic scandal of the 
pitch-black, malodorous oil orgy, with its intermin- 
able ramifications and sardonic tragedies. 

There was, and is, a climax of infamy. 

But the aged Doheny whose dimming vision must 
have’ shuddered at the specter of a prison sentence 
walks out of the dreary drama into an epilogue of 
freedom by order of the jury. 

A happy ending.

formatory for young first offend- 
ers will be held here Wednesday 
afternoon before the State Penal 
Board and members of an advisory 
committee appointed by Gov. Caul- 
field to aid the board in construc- 
tion of the new institution. An 
appropriation of $750,000, made 
by the 1929 Legislature, was re- 
by the Governor last month, 
and now is available for construc- 
tion work.

Avtists Guild Has 


Costume Ball in 


Alhambra Setting 


Model of Castle of Moorish 
Kings Is Scene of Brilliant 
Party; Red and Yellow 
Color Scheme Used. 


66 ' NIGHT in the Alhambra” was the 


title given the annual costume ball 

last night at the Artists Guild at 
which the artists and their guests were trans- 
ported from their workaday world to a model 
of the famous castle of Moorish kings of 
Spain, which was built into the guild struc- 
ture. 

Entering through the main doorway the 
guests, attired appropriately as turbaned 
Arab shieks, gay Spaniards and gypsies, found 
themselves in a luxurious room of the cagtle, 
overlooking a court yard of fountains. 
Twelfth century Moorish architecture was 
exemplified in huge gilded archways with col- 
orful supporting pillars, through which the 
tops of Mohammedan mosques and temples 
could be seen in the distance, with myriads 
of stars overhead. 

Color was added by strips of red and yel- 
low, the colors of the Morroccan flag, which 
diffused the ceiling lights. 

The pageant began with the appearance of 
the Sultan, E. Oscar Thalinger, the Sultana, 
Mildred Bailey Carpenter, and their entour- 
age, who, after greeting their guests, seated 
themselves on a balcony converted by means 
of Persian rugs and shawls into a royal box 
where they viewed the entertainment provid- 
ed for them. At one end of the room an 
arrangement of rugs and draperies afforded 
an Oriental background for the performers. 

In a prologue and epilogue, spoken by Eric 
Applewhite, the story of the advent of the 
Moors into Spain from their native Arabia 
was told, and their subsequent departure 
when the last King of Granada gave up the 
keys to the fortified castle and returned to 
the desert, asserting that “Those dogs, the 
Christians, are making a pig-sty of Spain.” 

Then in turn there appeared bands of 
gypsies in frenzied dances, playing wild mu- 
sic on queer native instruments; a fire dance 
by a native Algerian imported for the occa- 
sion, garbed in burnoose, tunic and baggy 
trousers; a comic modern version of Othel- 
lo with Noel Grady as the Moor, and Percy 
Ramsey as Desdemona, and Gordon Sommers 
and .Dr. Downey Harris, as Nubian slaves, 
in a pantomime of wooden soldiers in battle. 

Preceding the pageant a supper was served 
in the rathskeller of the club transformed 
into an old Spanish inn. The natural stone 
arches of the room lent themselves well as a 
setting for refrectory tables covered with red 
checked cloths, on which stood old Spanish 
brass candelabra filled with red tapers and 
brass bowls of red tulips and yellow lilies. 

Flags of Morocco and Spain were hung 
under the arched windows and the pillars 
were wound with red and yellow material 4n 
the same tones. A corner of an old Span- 
ish garden, with its stone well surrounded 
by pots of flowering geraniums was ar- 
ranged at one side, and to the left of it 
stood a part of a wall covered with trailing 
vines.

Move to Oust Mrs. Dorothy 
Hyland as Administratrix 
Overruled. 


Mrs. Dorothy Hyland, 7112 
Westmoreland drive, University 
City, will continue in charge of the 
estate of her husband, ‘‘Marty” 
Hyland, promoter of the Madisun 
Kennel Club and other dog tracks 
throughout the country. : 

A motion demanding her re- 
moval as administratrix was over- 
ruled yestreday by Probate Judge 
Hodgdon at Clayton.” The motion 
had been filed by Hyland’s sisters, 
Mrs. Mary Martin and Mrs. Cath- 
erine McClurkin, who asserted the 
widow was concealing assets to de- 
fraud them of their rightful share 
of the estate. 

Although the widow inventoried 
the estate at $64,000, it is worth 
at least $213,500, the sisters al- 
leged. Mrs. Hyland in her inven- 
tory omitted mention of dog track 
holdings because she declared Hy- 
land had transferred them to her 
prior to his death. 

Mrs. Hyland was receiving divi- 
dends of $80,000 a week from the 
Madison Kennel Club, near Col- 
linsville, and $25,000 from the 
Hawthorne Kennel Club, near Chi- 
cago, the sisters avered. To which 
Mrs. Hyland retorted: “They don't 
know what they are talking about. 
They don't seem to know how 
much money that is.” The Haw- 
thorne track was closed at the 
time, last July, and the Madison 
track later closed, but prepara- 
tions are under way to reopen it 
this spring. 

Probate Judge Hodgdon told 
reporters he understood Hyland's 
sisters did not present their full 
case before him as they plan to 
take an appeal to the Circuit 
Court.

The veteran actor, William Gil. 


lette, who this season, in the sev- 
enty-fifth year, is making a fare- 
well tour of thé leading cities of 
this country, has already received, 
in city after city, such plaudits as 
have rarely been accorded to any 
artist on the stage; yet these ova- 
tions, in themselves, would afford 
him no assurance that he would 
be remembered a century from 
now. Though a man may, in his 
lifetime, have risen to the presi- 
dency of the United States, he will, 
in 50 years, become as dead as 
James K. Polk or James Buch- 
ahan, unless his actual image is 
transmuted by the popular imag- 
ination into a -legendary « figure. 
Lincoln lives, because-he is a le- 
. gend; while Andrew Johnson, who 
survived him on this earth, has 
been dead and done for ever since 
he died. \ ‘ 
It is, of course, traditional that 
an actor’s work dies with him anc 
that nothing can survive him but 
the mention of his name. Yet, 
though William Gillette may make 
his final bow this season on the 
stage, he will by no means make 
his exit from the memory of men. 
Throughout the 1880s, Mr. Gil- 
lette—in his triple capacity as 
dramatist, as actor, and as.produc- 
ing director—worked himself into 
a commanding. position in the 
American theater.

N “A Study in Scarlet,” which 
was the earliest story of Dr. 
Doyle's in which Sherlock 
Holmes appeared as the central 
character, the great detective was 
described as follows; ‘In height he 
was rather over six feet, and so 
excessively lean that hé seemed to 
be considerably taller. His eyes 
were sharp and piercing; and his 
thin, hawklike nose gave his whole 
expression anh air of alertness and 
decision. His chin, too, had the 
prominence and squareness which 
mark the man of determination. 
His hands were possessed of ex- 
traordinary delicacy of touch.” 
This description, written several 
years before Dr. Doyle had ever 
heard of the existerice of William 
Gillette, fitte@ the physical pe- 
culiarities of the actor with the 
exactness of a police court record; 
and the character of Sherlock 
Holmes, moreover, was precisely 
suited to the actor’s temperament. 
Consequently, toward the close of 
the 1890s, Mr. Gillette sought the 
permission of Dr. Doyle to borrow 
the figure of the great detective 
and to build a play around him. 
The play, entitled “Sheriock 
Holmes,” was not a dramatization 
of any existing story by Dr. Doyle. 
It. was a new invention, created 
directly for the stage by Wiriam 
Gillette in his capacity as play- 
wright. It was written in Cali- 
fornia; and the novelist, from 
whom the leading figure had been 
borrowed, never saw the manu- 
script until it was completed.

NEW YORK. 
ODERN architecture, 
now in the throes of 
radical transition, 
is being subjected to 
another revolution- 
ary experiment with 
the recent announcement of 
plans for the construction in 
New York of what will be the 
world's first skyscraper in col- 
ors. Many buildings have em- 
ployed modest touches of color 
by way of adornment, to empha- 
size structural design or to re- 
lieve the conventional monotone 
of the structural material, but 
this will be the first skyscraper 
to depend almost exclusively on 
a brilliantly colored exterior for 
its esthetic appeal. 

The structure, which will be 
known as the Fashion Building, 
is to be erected on upper Fifth 
under the auspices of 
Amos Parrish & Company, spe- 
cialists in problems of mer- 
chandising and in forecasting 
fashion trends, a service which 
they dispense to several hundred 
stores ia the United States. 

The building will be 720 feet 
high. According to the accom- 
panying sketch, it will have 
fifty-six stories, but a simple 
change in the steel specifications 
could deliver sixty-six stories 
with slightly lower ceilings in 
the same height. The first ten 
stories are intended to be suit- 
able for retail-store space and 
the upper floors for office space,

A. building in full color was 
decided upon. Such a building 
has not yet been done, although 
the Radiator Building in New 
York does make dramatic use 
of color to heighten the effects 
of the design. Other efforts 
to use color have. all been 
rather half-hearted and have all 
apparently been premised on the 
theory that color should merely 
subserve the interests of plastic 
decoration, instead of being 
used, as Chalfant contends it 
should be used, directly as a me- 
dium in itself and not merely to 
emphasize details. 


HE dependence on color 

rather than on mere de- 
sign for appeal is not: whim 
on the part- of Chalfant, but 
rather is based on a definite ar- 
tistic creed which the architect 
defends without any air of apol- 
ogy. The logic of color in build- 
ing is advanced by the architect 
himeelf as follows: 

“All buildings up to the pres- 
ent have been built with a ma- 
sonry tradition, which means 
that monotone has been fixed in 
the general mind as normal for 
any structure. All forts : to 
escape from the m ry tradi- 
tion have been turned into high- 
ly abstract channels, such as 
those indicated by Le Corbusier 
in France and Frank Lloyd 
Wright in America, who have 
argued with genius, though 
somewhat narrowly, I think, that 
a true modern expression should 
be in metal and glass, reflections 
of our machine age. 

“But theories of art always 
yield to practice, and to affect in 
practice a metal-and-glass or 
any other form of purely sub- 
jective design always involves 
an actual internal hypocrisy not 
less _objectionable than that 
which it is supposed to abolish. 
On the other hand, the moment 
we treat the outside of a build- 
ing in a way which is impossible 
to stone, we immediately, with- 
out strain, get away from the 
masonry structural tradition in 
expression and are freed to any 
sort of ‘skin’ expression which 
our taste prefers, and so can es- 
cape monotone and achieve 
whatever color effects we desire. 

“In short, the idea of the 
building in full color is not pre- 
sented solely as a stunt; it is 
seriously advanced as a genuine 
solution for the problem of ex- 
pression of the Modern Age, and 
in addition provides an emotion- 
ally esthetic value where the 
machine solutions provide intel- 
lectual ,estheticism alone.”

It is the Chi- 
nese theater that is solely responsible 
for this, and this theater, by the way, 
is a one-man show in the universal 
person of Mei Lan-Fang.

The investiture of 
the poetic appellation as the first of 
The Pear Orchard did not miss its 
mark. At the Forty-ninth street The- 
ater he is filling the house to capacity 
where he gives ‘“‘The Suspected Slip- 
per,’’ “The Exorcising of the Fox 
Spirit,”’ ‘‘The Heroic Maid’’—to name 
only a few titles from his wide range 
of repertoire. 

At the Plaza Hotel he holds audi- 
ences to the press. He is quite lib- 
eral in distributing his off-stage hours 
to tea functions given him in his 
honor, while his press representative 
gets furious for his inability to appre- 
hend him. 

It is said that he brought with him 
costume property valued at $100,000 
and jewelry which is above that mark. 
It is to be noted that in the Chinese 
theater scenery is practically unknown 
and such other stage splendors as are 
essential for Ziegfeld’s Follies, for in- 
stance.

The jury convicted him of man- 
slaughter, and the Judge sentenced 
him to Sing Sing for from 10 to 20 
years, saying he wished the law would 
permit him to impose a heavier sen- 
tence. Davis went to Sing Sing and 
was later. transferred to Dannemora 
prison. 

On the very spot where the murder 
occurred Mrs. Davis kept on with the 
business. “Really, it was the organ- 
ization that built the business,” she 
says. “All our men and women were 
loyal to the last. They are the ones 
who helped me to keep it steady and 
build it up." 

Slowly—very slowly—she was mak- 
ing a success of the medicai-supply 
work. Soon she found herself the 
president of a million-dollar concern. 
She was dealing with the most promi- 
nent medical men and hospital heads 
in the country. 

It was not until Mrs. Davis found 
a stream of ex-convicts coming to her 
office with letters from Davis demand- 
ing that she give them positions aad 
money that Mrs. Davis began to balk 
at his advice. Once he demanded that

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cern. At every turn he threatened to 
tear down what she had built.

They are being 
taught the same things that norma] boys and girls learn 
and at the same time they are learning to speak and to 
hear. It is a difficult, painstaking process. First, am effort 
is made to reclaim any latent powers of hearing they pos- 
sess by methods of stimulation. Along with this they are 
taught lip-reading. The power of speech is much harder to 
implant. Many of these children were born deaf. They 
have never heard sounds. They must learn to imitate the 
mechanical way in which sounds are made—the vibra- 
tions they feel in the speaker's larynx, the movements 
of the speaker's lips, which they can see, Their voices 
must be given pitch, resonance, tone quality, so that they 
will not be flat and monotonous. 

Dr. Goldstein knows all these children. They smile 
shyly up at him as he comes into the room. He cannot 
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lustitate for tne Deaf. 
stand by as a spectator; he must take part in the teach- 
ing. He singles out a small boy. “How are you today, 
Charles? No, I didn’t understand that. Try it again. 
More slowly. Bring the ‘n’. sound out.” He alternately 
entreats and commands; his voice sharp and peremptory 
and then warm with praise. 

In the next room he must have the teacher show the 
guests how well Henry knows his arithmetic. The 
teacher dictates the figures. The boy reads her iips, 
writes the figures on the blackboard and adds them in a 
column. But Dr. Goldstein can’t resist this opportunity. 
He must prove that there is another boy in the class who 
is equally bright, so he conducts a demonstration with the 
other youngster on the blackboard at the other side of

Nearly the entire second floor is given over to the 
pre-school. Into each room Dr. Goldstein takes the vis- 
itors.

‘No, 
no, not that. way, The way you're beat- 
ing time, Harold! Like this.” He gives 
a comic imitation that sets the whole 
class laughing. ‘‘Now, this way: ‘I want 
to be happy, I want... .'” He sways vig- 
orously in response to the music as he sings. 

_ The young people are delighted. 
Next the orchestra assembles. Each child has 
a simple instrument of some sort, whistle, drum 
or cymbals. And Dr. Goldstein can say nothing 
here, because the orchestra, directed by one of the 
teachers, preduces an impressive volume of sound. 

The purpose of the orchestra is not necessarily to 

produce euphonious music, but to teach response to 
commands, Dr. Goldstein explains. 

He conducts the visitors over the entire building and he 
is as proud of the gleaming whiteness of the infirmary as 
he is of the combined auditorium and gymnasium, where 
a number of children are playing on rings and other ap- 
paratus that have been let down from the ceiling. He 
demonstrates the use of the osiso, a complicated machine 
that translates sound waves into light. A column of light 
flashes on a small screen, varying in shape and size with 
the varying sounds that are spoken into the microphone. A 
whole alphabet of photographs of these varying columns 
of light has been created on the osiso. This is one of the 
ways by which deaf children can determine the progress 
they are making in speech. The teacher speaks into one 
mierophone, the pupil into another, and the two columas 
of light can be compared. There are various other com- 
plex and delicate instruments—the audiometer, which 
measures the exact degree of deafness. 

In a large room in the basement is the free clinic. 
Here a force of teachers and pupii-teachers is en- 
gaged in the work of eradicating the speech defects of 
children, who come from all parts of the cfty. Each child 
is regarded as an individual problem. There is no tech- 
nique to fit them all. Stammering, stuttering, baby talk, 
all the impediments to a happy, normal childhood, are 
here overcome. And there are some adults, too, persons 
of mature years, who have carried serious speech defects 
over to later life. Success with these cases is more diffi- 
cult to achieve. But it is not impossible, Dr. Goldstein

CIENCE is setting a trap for the 
earthquake ogre of New Madrid. It 
proposes to extract from him a con- 
fession of why, at irregular intervals 
for more than a century, he has har- 
ried the fat Mississippi lowlands from 
Cairo to Memphis, and whether he 
intends to continue the practice. Not 
that anything can be done to curb 
the power of this giant in the earth. 
But with the source of his strength known, the cause 
and his habits disclosed, 


of his tantrums understood 
much of his destructive- 
ness can be avoided. 

A group of scientists, 
working under the gener- 
al direction of §t. Louis 
University, will be the 
detectives in the case. 
With specially construct- 
ed seismographs placed 
at the points of a tri- 
angle circumscribing the 
turbulent region, they in- 
tend to take down the 
story of the subterranean 
bad man, who, in 1811 
and 1812, made the earth 
around New Madrid, Mis- 
souri, rise in waves, and 
repeatedly since then has 
shaken the river valley 
and at times left scars. 

The instruments to be 
used are Wood-Anderson 
torsion seismometers, de- 
signed to record earth 
tremors comparatively 
close at hand; that is, within a few 
hundred miles. With the éxception of 
one pair owned by St. Louis Univer- 
sity, they are supplied by the National 
Research Council. They will be lo- 
cated. at the Florissant seismological 
vault of St. Louis University; at Lit- 
tle Rock College, Little Rock, Ark., 
and at a point in Tennessee or Ken- 
tucky yet to be determined. The in- 
stitutions in which they are placed 
will operate them, furnishing suitable 
quarters and trained personnel. 

St. Louis University will be head- 
quarters for the work. Here the ob- 
servations made at the three ‘stations 
will be studied and interpreted, the 
data co-ordinated. 


HILE the complete three-point 
W system of observation will not 

be established until the return 
from Europe late this summer of the 
Rev. James B. Macelwane, S. J., head 
of the department of geophysics in St. 
Louls University, there will be pre- 
liminary work before then with the 
short-range instruments. A pair of 
the seismometers already is in use at 


the Florissant station—this is the pair © 


owned by the university—and another 
pair will be set up soon at Little Rock 
College. A third set was received re- 
cently at the St. Louis school and is 
being placed temporarily in the seis- 
mological vault in its gymnasium on 
Pine street, so it may record any dis- 
turbances that may occur before it is 
permanently located. 

It might be explained that the in- 
struments tomprising a pair are iden- 
tical in construction, but one is so 
placed as to record motion in a north 
or south direction, the other east or

west. No corresponding instrument 
which satisfactorily records vertical 
motion has yet been developed. 

The Rev. J. S. Joliat, S. J., asso- 
ciate professor of geophysics, who is 
looking after Father Macelwane’s uni- 
versity Work during his absence, is di- 
recting preparations for the earth- 
quake study. 

The region which is about to be 
subjected for the first time to con- 
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certed, intensive seismological obser- 
vation, khown generally as the New 
Madrid area, comprises some 30,000 
square miles. Lying just east of the 
Ozark Mountains, it takes in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley from north of Cairo, 
Illinoia, .to Memphis, Tennessee, in- 
cluding parts of Missouri, Illinois, 
Arkansas, Tennessee and Kentucky. It 
is the greatest earthquake area—the 
most disturbed region seismologically, 
as scientists express it—between the 
Appalachian Mountains and the 
Rockies. , 


HERE is evidence of the great 
earth shock of December 16, 
1811, apparently centering near 

the settlement of New Madrid, and of 
its successors. Cracks in the earth 
still may be discerned, and there are 
scarred bluffs, trenches, sand sloughs, 
sand blows, sunken pieces of land, and 
river swamps and lakes where dead 
trees’protrude from the water. Reel- 
foot Lake, in Tennessee, was created 
by the earthquake, and its submerged 
trees still may be seen, as may those 


of Golden Lake, in Mississippi County, 


Arkansas. 

There have been many earthquakes 
in the New Madrid territory since the 
series which began in 1811 and con- 
tinued for more than a year. They 
have been felt as far away as Boston. 
The hardest shock since those disturb- 
ances occurred was on October 31, 
1895. It was felt in 23 States, from

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Canada to Louisiana. Near Charleston, 
Missouri, four acres of land sank and a 
lake formed. The most recent violent 
tremor occurred May 7, 1927. Ita ef- 
fects were most marked at North 
Jonesboro, Arkansas, but it was plain- 
ly felt in adjacent States as well. 

The deep deposit of alluvial soil in 
the Mississippi River bottoms has been 
an important handicap in determining 
the cause of the earth disturbances of 
the region, for geologists have not 
been able to study the underlying 
rocks in which fractures are supposed 
to have been made. But it seems to 
be agreed that these earthquakes were 
not of volcanic origin. 


YRON L. FULLER,. in a bul- 
Wy ee of the United States Ge- 

ological Survey devoted to the 
New Madrid earthquake, says the 
cause probably was a faulting in 
the hard Paleozoic rocks; that the ef- 
fects were felt too far away for it to 
have been caused by a disturbance 
near the surface. He placed the cen- 
trum of the original shock along a 
northeast-southwest line from a point 
west of New Madrid to a point a few 
miles north of Parkin, Arkansas 

Commander N. H. Heck, in ‘“‘Barth- 
quake History of the United States,’’ 
special publication No. 194 of the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, says: ‘This 
earthquake was unquestionably due to 
a fracture in deep-seated rocks, prob- 
ably a further readjustment of-an old 
break. Apparently the doming and 
sinking are complementary phenomena 
in unconsolidated material resembling 
quicksand." 

Fuller also stated that the earth- 
quake ‘‘was but one of a series that is 
still unfinished, indicating that in all 
probability it resulied from causes 
that are stil] active.’’ 

Heck also gives something in the 
nature of a warning. ‘The fact that a

great series of earthquakes occurred 
in the past and that lesser quakes have 
been of almost yearly occurrence,”’ he 
says, ‘‘makea it important that this re- 
gion be given scientific study so that it 
may be known whether conditions are 
such that another great earthquake 
may be expected or whether the minor 
earthquakes are part of a process of 
readjustment which is now being ac- 
complished gradually and quietly."’ 

Father Joliat, who has given much 
attention to the New Madrid earth- 
quake area, also thinks readjustments 
along a fault in basic rock are re- 
sponsible for the recurring shocks. 
Presumably the earth’s crust is weak- 
er in the disturbed area, he also points 
out, than in regions less subject to 
such violence. 


“Fr HAT’S about as far as we can 


go in our surmises from the 

comparatively meager data 
we have,"’ he said the other day in ex- 
plaining the research method that is 
to be pursued. ‘“‘Now we propose to 
get the earth to talk—let it tell its 
own story. Our seismographs will 
take down what it has to say. 

“What we want to know is: First, 
what are the exact epicenters of the 
earthquakes of the New Madrid area? 
That is, where is the place on the sur- 
face beneath which the disturbance 
originates? Second, where is the fo- 
cus—the actual] point of origin? How 
deep is it? And, third, we want to 
know the nature of the motion—the 
amplitude of displacement, the accel- 
eration of movement, the amount of 
energy exerted, the periods, or dura- 
tion, of vibration and whether they 
follow any order in their occurrence. 

“In short, we hope io find out what 
goes on. down there out of sight while 
the surface of the ground is trem- 
bling.”’ 

As explained by Father Joliat, the 
gathering of this information is 
largely a matter of accurate measur- 
ing of earthquake vibrations. There 
are two principal kinds of vibrations 
—known as waves—involved in this 
study. One is the P wave, a compres- 
sion wave whose vibration is in the 
same direction as the path of propa- 
gation. The other is the 8 wave, a 
shear wave, whose vibration is across 
the path of propagation. The P wave 
moves the faster. 

When a tremor occurs in the New 
Madrid area the tliree stations, their 
clocks kept accurate to the second 
from a common observatory, will re- 
cord the waves on their seiamographs, 
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and from the seismograms the dis- 
tance of the center of disturbance from 
each station can be computed. With 
these distances as radii, arcs drawn 
from the stations should intersect at 
about the point which they are trying 
to locate. Correct identification of the 
various waves on the seismogram is, 
of course, essential] to success. 

This is not an easy matter in the 
case of nearby earthquakes, where 
waves travel through the earth's crust, 
for there are usually several P waves. 
and, correspondingly, several S waves, 
arriving successively. It has been sug 
gested that this is due to transmission 
of the waves along different paths, 
which are in different layers of the 
material deep down in the crust. Ac 
cording to this explanation, the waves 
arrive at a station successively owing 
not only to difference of speed in the 
various layers but also to difference 
in length of paths traversed. 

Determination of the depth of the 
focus is a still more difficult matter, 
but it also is possible through use of 
established formulas and skillful inter- 
pretation of the seismographic records 
left by the earthquake waves. 

There are both utilitarian and strict- 
ly scientific motives behind this re 
search project. The mapping of proba- 
ble paths and areas of future earth- 
quake violence would be of primary 
importance to operators of railroads, 
telephone, telegraph and power lines, 
and gas and oil pipe lines in the re 
gion. Such information would be of 
service in determining the location of 
buildings and planning their construc 
tion. Foundations, framework and 
roofs could be built to offer the ereat- 
est possible resistance to shock if the 
structure was being erected on what 
was known to be dangerous ground.

“Stick ‘em up; we've got you!” a 
voice commanded from the dark hall— 
a woman's voice. 

Waller thrust his pistol through thé 
narrow opening and fired six times 
quickly. Then he stepped into the 
hall. 

On the floor were a man and a 
young woman, known to the Wallers 
as Mr. and Mrs. William Warren. They 
were roomers at the Waller home. 

The girl was dead, the man mortal- 
ly wounded—victims of a practical 
joke. 


NVBSTIGATION disclosed that the 

pair had heard Mrs. Waller tell of 

the mysterious telephone calls and 
knew that she thought her life was in 
danger. She had seemed particularly 
disturbed on that morning and in the 
evening they thought it would be a 
good time to have some fun at her ex- 
pense. Before he died, three days aft- 
er the shooting, the wounded man 
said: “Waller wasn't to blame. We 
tried to play one of those jokes that 
just didn’t work.” 

It was established to the satisfaction 
of the authoritfes that the two practi- 
cal jokers had not been responsible 
for the efforts to extract blackmail 
from Mrs. Waller. But who the biack- 
mailers were was not established. 
There was evidence that an Atlanta 
business man, changing his plans for 
a trip, fovnd himself at a hotel with

$1600 in his possession and turned it 
over to Mrs. Waller for safe-keeping; 
that Mrs. Waller placed the money in 
the custody of an attorney, and that 
the latter returned it to the owner. 
But officials’ apparently failed to dis- 
cover a definite connection between 
this transaction and blackmail activ- 
ities. 


HE inquiry did bring out, how- 

ever, rather startling disclo- 

sures about the victims of 
the practical joke. Warren's real 
name, it was discovered, was T. A. 
Watts, and the young woman was Cora 
Belle Brown, 18 years old. Watts had 
a wife and baby with whom he lived 
in Atlanta. Mrs. Watts helped nurse 
her husband when he lay wounded in 
the hospital, and was at his bedside 
when he died. 

The mother of Cora Belle Brown de- 
clared that her daughter was married 
a year ago to Watts, whom she knew 
as Warren. But the police failed to 
find any record:of the marriage. 

Testifying at the inquest, Waller 
told ‘of the threats made against his 
wife and said that after learning of 
the entrusting of $1600 to her he was 
inclined to suspect someone had found 


-out about it and was using the knowl- 


edge as @ basis for blackmail. Con- 
cerning the shooting, he said: 

*“When the couple who roomed with 
us came to the door I did not have the 
faintest idea it was the Warrens, and, 
feeling that my wife and I were being 
harassed by a group of blackmailers, I 
fired without a minute's loss of time 
when the girl told me to stick up my 
hands. If I had known who they were 
I would not have pulled the trigger 
for anything in the world.” 

Waller, who had been arrested a 
few minutes after the shooting, was 
freed when the Coroner’s jury returned 
a verdict of justifiable homicide.

In his home Dr. Goldstein is 
more relaxed. “Sunday is the 
only day on which I have any

For 
it is on Sunday usually that mem- 
bers of the family and friends 
gather in the pleasant, spacious 
home in Hampton Park. 

Sometimes on Sunday, too, he 
displays his collection of prints 
and drawings. He haa brought to 
this collection, one of the most di- 
verse and interesting in the coun- 
try, the same energy, the same 
care and pride, that mark his aci- 
entific and educational work. He 
brings from the steel cabinets in 
his study great stacks of pictures. 
He arranges an easel, adjusts the 
light, displays them one by one. 
Rembrandt etchings, a Mantegna 
drawing, a half-dozen Hogarth 
drawings, drawings by Rosetti, 
Burne-Jones, Michaelangelo, every 
period and almost every artist of 
note is represented.
